The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose placing a leveling plate on said metal posts; through application of force to said 
leveling plate at an elevated temperature, causing the posts to tilt at an angle relative to said wafer 
upper surface and to point in a direction; filling all empty space between the leveling plate and the 
wafer surface with an elastomer while leaving all ends of the posts uncovered; removing the 
leveling plate; forming second metal posts that attach one-on-one to said uncovered ends; placing

a leveling plate on said metal posts; through application of force to said leveling plate at an 
elevated temperature, causing the posts to tilt at said angle relative to said wafer upper surface 
and to point in a direction that is orthogonal to the direction of the recently formed posts.
